MYSTERIOUS DEATH OF 
YOUNG GIRL AT ASHER 
Asher, Okla., July 6.—Sixteen year 
old Emma McDaniel is dead at her 
home in Asher, and the circumstances 
surrounding her death has caused the 
county attorney to start a rigid ex­ 
amination. When found dead on the 
porch of her home about 5 o’clock 
Monday morning, the suicide theory 
was advanced. 
An examination of the body dis­ 
closed the presence of 
poison, 
but 
circum stances have lead authorities to 
the belief that the girl may have 
been the victim of foul play. Asked 
today concerning the affair, County 
Attorney Holt would not enter into 
details concerning the girl’s death, 
other than to say th at a thorough in­ 
vestigation would be made.

EXPRESS POMPAXIES 


Washington, July 5.—Attacks from 
three different 
sources—the 
White 
House, Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion arid congress itself—are likely to 
result before the end 
of 
President 
Taft’s adm inistration in one or more 
of the following reforms: 
Abolishment of the express compa­ 
nies, with the requirement that the 
business be carried on by the railroad 
at rates approved by the Commerce 
Commission. 
Restriction of express companies to 
transportation of 
lockages 
merely 
from the railroad term inals to the fi­ 
nal point of destination, the shippers 
making direct arrangem ent with the 
railroads for the railway service. 
Assumption of all express business 
by the government, the 
present com­ 
panies selling their 
equipment and 
rights at an agreed valuation. 
Prohibition of express 
companies 
carrying mailable m atter, thus exer­ 
cising the postal monopoly i>ower of 
the government. 
The 
fight against 
the express com- 
panies of the country may 
become1 
the biggest feature of the regular ses­ 
sion of congress beginning in Decem­ 
ber. It will be part of the battle to 
have congress establish a im pels post 
system throughout the country. 
It is announced officially Ghat Pres­ 
ident Taft is strongly in favor of the 
establishment of a general parcels 
post and may recommend the same, 
without equivocation, in his message. 
His present mind is to take up, in ad­ 
dition to oho express company situa­ 
tion, discussing it in S laton to the 
parcels post. The president believes 
there should be some readjustm ent 
of the express business.
